When to Report Income From 

Salaries, Wages and Other Sources 
Salaried persons and wage earn- 

ers whose income is derived from 
personal services form the largest 
number of Federal income taxpay- 
ers. This year this army of taxpay- 
ers will be greatly increased. Those 
who paid an income tax for 1939 
have gotten the forms for 1940 in- 
come tax return through the mails. 
In order that none may escape fil- 
ing the return, employers are re- 
quired to report on Form 1099, ac- 
companied by transmittal Form 
1096, the names of all their employes 
to whom, if single, they made pay- 
ments of $800 or more in 1940; and 
if married, $2,000 or more. If the 
marital status of the employe is un- 
known, he must be reported as sin- 
gle. 


These returns should be filed on 
or before February 15, 1941, with the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
Returns Distribution Section, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

The law contemplates that every 
individual, if single, or if married 
married but not living with spouse, 
whose gross income for 1940 was 
$800 or more, must file an income 
tax return. Excuses for not doing so 
do not relieve the delinquent from 
responsibility for the delinquency. 

Neither the President of the Unit- 
ed States, nor the Vice President, 
nor Federal Judges, nor members 
of congress, are exempt from filing 
returns. 

All types of compensation, unless 
specifically excluded by _ statute, 
Should be incorporated in the gross 
income return of the taxpayer. A 
minister of the Gospel, for instance, 
must report all fees he receives—for 
funerals, for masses, for baptisms, 
for marriages, and for other like 
services. In addition to salaries, 
wages, fees, and commissions, all 
bonuses, tips, prizes, awards, retir- 
ing allowances for past services, 
honorariums, and other forms of 
compensation are rated as part of 
one’s income. If a person is paid in 
whole or in part for his services by 
anything other than money, the fair 
market value of the thing taken 
must be reported as income. 

Compensation credited to the ac- 
count of or set apart for a taxpay- 
er, without any substantial limita- 
tion or restriction, and which at 
any time, is subject to tax for the 
year during which so credited or set 
apart, although not then actually 
reduced to possession. If the serv- 
ices were rendered during the year 
1939, or even prior thereto, but the 
compensation was not received, or 
made unqualifiedly subject to de- 
mand by the taxpayer until 1940, 
the entire amount is taxable in 1940, 
when the taxpayer is reporting on 
the cash receipts and _  disburse- 
ments basis, which is the basis usea 
by most individuals in reporting net 
income. 

Who Must File a Return 

For federal income tax purposes, 
widows, widowers, divorcees, and 
married persons separated by mu- 
tual consent are classed as single 
persons. These, with those who have 
never been wedded, whose gross in- 
come was $800 or more, must file 
an income tax return. Every mar- 
ried person, living with husband or 
wife, if no joint return is made, 
who has a gross income of $2,000 or 
more, must also file'an income tax 
return. If the husband and wife 
each has an income, and their ag- 
gregate gross income is $2,000 or 
more, they must file an income tax 
return.

Committee Okehs Measure; 
Former Ambassador Backs 
Proposal Before Senate 


| WASHINGTON (UP) — The 
House Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee today approved the admin- 
istration’s momentous British- 
| aid bill with minor amendments 
and ordered it reported to the 
chamber for debate, possibly 
starting next Monday. The vote 
was reported to be 17 to 8. 


WASHINTON (UP) — James W. 
Gerard, U. S. Ambassador to Ger- 
‘many during early world war days, 
i predicted today that if Germany 
| defeats Britain she will “seize” 
Mexico and thus menace the peace 
and security of the United States. 


He told the senate foreign re- 
lations committee, in support of the 
Administration’s all-out British-aid 
bill, that he would favor an 
American declaration of war 
against Germany now but that he 
could “see no necessity for it.” 


Stressing what he considered the 
danger of German aggression in 
this hemisphere, particularly in 
Latin America, Gerard told the com- 
mittee that Brazil has about 2,000,- 
{000 inhabitants of German descent 
and an Italian element comprising 
35 per cent of the entire population 
there. 


He added that the German gov- 
ernment is “spending enormous 
ee for organization work in 
| Mexico. 


“If the Nazis win, Mexico will be 
seized by the Nazis,” he said. 


Sen. Hiram W. Johnson. R., 
Calif., who was the only committee 
member to question Gerard, asked 
him. 

“If the situation is as bad as you 
say, why don’t we declare war 
against Germany now? 

“I’m in favor of t, but see no 
| necessity for it,” Gerard replied. 
“We have committed enough un- 
neutral acts according to the Hague 
convention of 1907 to justify a dec- 
jlaration of war by the Nazis, but 
lthey don’t declare war because they 
fear the effect upon their own 
people.” 

After Gerard had finished the 
committee recessed until 2 p. m., 
when it will hear Dr. Reinhold 
Neibuhr of Union Theological sem- 
inary. 

Secretary of War Henry L. Stim- 
son, who testified before the com- 
mittee yesterday, was to return for 
further testimony at an executive 
session at 2:30 p. m., whene he has 
prepared answers to questions

When separate returns are filed 
by husband and wife, the joint per- 
sonal exemption of $2,000 may be 
taken by either or divided between 


them in any proportion as agreed | 


upon. 


Husband and wife may elect each 
year to file a return or separate re- 


turns. Where, however, joint or se- | 


parate returns have been filed for a 
particular year, neither husband nor 
wife may, after the due date of re- 
turn, file an amended return or 
returns on a different basis for that 
year.

FROM LONDON THURSDAY 
OF NEXT WEEK 


LONDON, (lP—Wendell L. Will- 
kie laughed off repeated air raid 
alarms in the London area today 
and strode down quaint Shepherd 
Market—London’s Greenwich vil— 
lage — and had a gay time in a 
saloon buying beers for soldiers 
while German planes droned high 
overhead. 

Willkie played darts with a con- 
struction laborer, drew his own beer 
and joked with a pretty bar maid 
as German planes resumed repeat- 
ed forays against the British Isles. 

“I have not finally decided when 
to go back home,” Willkie told news 
men. “It will probably be next 
Thursday. I have certain things to 
do back in the States.” 

The government, however, gave 
Willkie a food ration card good 
through the week ending Feb. 9. 

He was characterized in newspa- 
pers today as “a tough guy who al- 
most wept” during his first contact 
with the air raid shelter crowds. 


1,522 CHECKS AGGREGATING 
$23,180 PAID IN COUNTY 
ON JOB INSURANCE 


Unemployment insurance paid elig- 
ible workers in the Placerville area 
in December, 1940, totaled $23,180, ac- 
cording to announcement made to- 
day by Ford Park, manager of the 
Placerville office of the California 
Department of Employment.
